Gen. Shafter Has Joined Miles as a 


Critic in Regard to the 


War. 


PRAISES HIMSELF A 
LITTLE. 


D eclares T h a t the Men W ho O r­ 


dered a Sumnner Cam paisn 


are Responsible 


New York, 
Sept. H.—The World 
prints an interview with Gen. Shafter, 
which represents him as saying: 


‘•Of course there was sickness at 
Santiago. 
It was inevitable in a sum­ 
mer campaign. 
But nobody was neg­ 
lected. Doctors were scarce at first, 
but we had boat loads of them as soon 
as they could get there. The doctors 
got sick like the rest. They were over­ 
worked and exhausted. The percent­ 
age of deaths from wounds was never 
lower in any war. 


“The men who ordered a summer 
campaign in a fever infected country 
were responsible for the natural and 
unavoidable 
consequences. 
None of 
our wounded lay on the battlefield as I 
did in the civil war. Anaesthetics were 
plentiful. 


“ When the Santiago campaign is 
fully understood I will receive a just 
place in military history. 
W hen the 
invasion was planned it was obvious 
that it must be a rush, such as it was. 
It was a success, complete and unequiv­ 
ocal. 


“We never had on the fighting line 
more than 13,000 men at once. 
W ith 
these we captured 27,000. 
We had 
plenty of rations unloaded on shore 
when before San Juan, but there was 
only a single road, hub deep in mud. 
A thousand wagons could not have got 
the 
nrovisions 
where 
they 
were 
needea. The pack trains saved us. 
They were invaluable.” 


Shafter had just learned of the Al- 
ger-Miles controversy. 
He said that 
he "knew nothing about its causes or 
merits.

But few members would care to 
adopt that tieroic method of obtaining 
the desired knowledge, and their taak 
in mastering the rules is rendered all 
the more diffleult by the curious fact 
that many of these regulations are un­ 
written. 


Some will be found in the standing 
orders, or permanent rules; but those 
that deal with etiquette land decorum 
have not been officially recorded any­ 
where, save in a few quaint and obso­ 
lete regulations to be found in the old 
issues of the journals of the house or in 
the minutes of proceedings taken by 
the clerk and published daily during 
the session. 


For instance, a strange rule for tho 
guidance of the speaker is set down un­ 
der the 15th of February, 1620, “ The 
speaker not to move his hat until the 
third congee.” Propriety of carriage in 
leaving the chamber is thus enforced, 
“ Those who go out of tho house in a 
confused manner before the speaker to 
forfeit 10 shillings.” This rule is dated 
the 12th of November, 1040. Again we 
find that on the 2Sd of March, 1(>93, 
it was ordered, “ No member to take 
tobacco into tho gallery or to the table 
sitting at committees.”—Nineteenth 
Century. ________________

2llichig:an Soldiers Looked Like Human 
Wx'ecks Y esterday. 


New York, Sept. .‘J.—Two regiments 
of tottering 
hunuiii 
wrecks 
were 
dumped out upon the railroad plat­ 
forms in Long Island city yesterday. 
They were the crack Michigan regi­ 
ments, the 3.’.d and :i4th, on the way to 
their homes from Camp W’ikotV. Of- 
liciaily they were all well men, but 110 
of them were so weak that they were 
unable to walk an.l had to be hurried 
on stretchers and in ambulances to the 
Red Cross relief station in Front street 
to prevent them from dying of exhaus­ 
tion. 


The Michigan soldiers complained 
bitterly of their treatm ent both in Cuba 
and at Camp Wikoît. 
They have been 
starved ever since they left home, they 
declared, and they are determlneil to 
make tilings warm for someliody after 
they are mustereil out. The delicacies 
and medical relief provided by the Red 
Cross women came too late in Allen's 
case, but they undoubtedly saved the 
lives of many others. 


The :i:ui regiment arrived at 1 o’clock 
yesterday afiernootj. 
There were <iOO 
of them, emaciated and disheartened. 
They hobbled like <»ld men, the few 
that could walk. Others were taken 
to the West Shore ferryboat Nevvburg, 
waiting at the ferry, on baggage trucks 
or in the arms of their stronirer co:n- 
rades. 
Only the very siek went to the 
Red Cross station. 
There they were 
placed on cots and given stimulants 
and nourishing food.

When doing none 
of these thing they suffered even worse 
fate—thought of home and wondered 
if ever they would reach that charmed 
spot again. 


Let every citizen turn out to greet 
the boys and make their welcome home 
the happiest moment in all their lives. 


Th e democrats of Benton Harbor 
made a ¡jolltlcal blunder in nominating 
a party ticket for the school election.

Snow Thnt la AHv«. 


A most curious phenomenon in the 
northwest of Canada is the appearance 
of millions of minute black insects 
whenever a thaw occurs. 


During the wiut«r the snow is dry 
and crisp like sand, and nothing what­ 
ever can be discovered of these insects, 
but as soon as a thaw comes they ore 
found everywhere in large patches, 
looking like a dusting of soot. 


They are generally known as snow 
fleas or snow lice and have slight hop- 
piug, powers, l^ing able to leap some 
three or four inches. They entirely dis­ 
appear when it freezes again, and not 
a trace of them can be found. 


They do not fall with the snow as 
there may have been no snow for a 
month or more before their arrival and 
are probably analogous to the “ red 
snow” of arctic regions.

If Mr. Gladstone seldom indulged in 
sarcasm, it was not becanso ho lacked 
the gift—for he pos.sessed it in a iiigh 
degree—but because lie forbore to u.so 
it. To hurt an opponent’s feelings gave 
him pain and when ho did it uninten 
tionally he would sometimes cross tho 
floor of the house, and, sitting for a few 
moments by the side of the man whom 
ho had just demoli.shed, say something 
to assuage tho wound. One of hin most 
persistent, but never ill natured, critics 
%vas the late Sir John Pope Hennessy, 
who tolii ine the following story to il 
luHtrate this generous trait in Mr. Glad 
stoni?’s character. 


Sir John prided himself on his knowl 
edge of chemistry, and in one of the 
debates on the commercial treaty with 
France he made a speech exposing, as 
lie believed, a serious chemical blunder 
in tho treaty. Mr. Gladstone followed, 
“ and .stion turned me in.sido out in the 
most amusing manner,” said Hennessy 
in relating the story, “ proving, as if ho 
had been a chemist l»y profes.sion, that 
it w*a.s I who had blundered egregious 
ly.” 


Having thus di.spo.sed of his critic, 
Mr. Gladstone went and sat by him for 
a moment. “I liope you don’t feel hurt, 
Mr. Henne.S!<y.’’ ho said. “ Your speech 
was ingenious, and it may console you 
to know that the emperor of tho French 
made precisely tho same objection that 
you have made. The fact i.s, both you 
and he know a good deal about chem­ 
istry, but not enough to keep you from 
going asiray.”—Canon McColl in Fort 
nightly Keview.
